The Immigrants’ Hotel was established as one of the various measures for 
protecting and encouraging immigration, as not only is the immigrant lodged 
and fed therein during a stated period, but he is afforded all information which 
‘can be of use to him, work is endeavoured to be found for him, and even after 

he has left the establishment his questions are answered, li evident therefore 
that that institution is intended for European immigration, the only kind which 
is to be fostered according to the Constitutional injunction, 


~ On the other hand, in the Immigration Law itself provisions exist, amongst 
others those of Articles 4 and 18, which are in agreement with the reasons set 
forth above, as they refer exclusively to European places or ports as the onl 

oints, outside the American continent, which can provide the Republic wit 
immigration susceptible of being fostered, 


Further the European immigrants, in order to enjoy the right of being 
admitted into the Immigrants’ Hotel, must “give sufficient proof of good 
conduct and fitness for some industry, art, or useful work” (Article 14 of the 
quoted law). ’ x 


; It appears to me, Senor Ministro, to be unnecessary to expatiate at length 
on reasons tending to show the right of the Argentine Government to limit its
